AN “INTER-OCEAN ” SENSATION DISPOSED or. 

The fact bas been long known and frequently 
commented upon that many corporations have 
not been guite so exact in their published exbibit 
of receipts as the strict adberence to truth 
would demand. Tue knowledge, however, of 
these discrepancies bas been of such a vague 
and gevera! kind that no action bas been taken 
by the Government, which is naturally the los. ng 
party by the said alteration of figures. It bas 
been aileged that the Government has been de- 
frauded out of a large amount of revenue dur- 
ing the past two or three years in 
this way. Quite recently it was reported 
that the attention of Secretary Bristow 
bad been directed to this matter 
bs a Chicago gentlemaa,—Gen. J. H. Hammond, 
President of the City Savings Bankk,—who had 
offered to show to the Secretary covclasive 

roofs of guilt on the part of certain railroads. 
t was stated that Gen. Hammond bad held an 
interview with Secretary Bristow in New York in 
reference to it, and bad since—at bis invitation— 
sent a lengtby communication to the Treasury 
Depaitmevt laden with facts and figures that 
were highly damaging to the parties referred to 
in that commutication, and it was int.mated by 
tuo Inter- Ocean that the Secretary had failed to 
act op this valuable information.

politicians. Gen. Babcock to-day characterize 
the article as an infamous taleehood from begin- 
ning to end, aud without a word of truth io it, 
so far as statements purporting to have been 
mode by bim are conceroed. It is believed that 
the article in the Jnier-Ocean was written here, 
and was inspired by men who are determined to 
vreak down Secetary Bristow. Gen. Babcock 
bad an interview with Secretary Bristow to-day, 
and assured him that the statements purporting 
to bave been made by him were false, and 
evidently maoufactured to s ubser ve some cor- 
rupt interests. 

CONCLUSIVE TESTIMONY. 

Loursvitue, K., Dec. 27.—J. A. Cunningham, 
a woisky-deslec of high standing iu Louisvilie, 
publishes a card in the Courter-/ournal reiative 
to the charges of the Inter- Oosan, in which he 
says the same are totally unfounded in fact. He 
furaisbes abstracts of all correspondence relat- 
ing to the seizure of bis whisky, and shows con- 
clasively that Bristow never has been his counse! 
nor was ever spoken to by himself concerning 
this case. Regarding the statement that Bris- 
tow diemissed the case ‘Balter becoming Seore- 
tary, Mr. Cunningbam says that the samo is 
false, and tat the case is still pending. In re- 
gard to Duugiasa’ action in the case, Mr. Cuuning- 
bam says that the ex-Oommissioner agreed in 
April last to release his goods if the owner would 
agree torelieve the Governmentof any dam- 
ages which might result from the seizure. Mr. 
Cummings aleo furnishes some correspondence 
showing that Douglass made several proposi- 
tions to compromise, at the same time statiug 
that it was bis opinion that the dase was a 
weak one. 


SECRETARY BRISTOW. 
THAI INTER-OCEAN PUBLICATION, 
Dispatch  Cyineinnati Commercial. 

Wasuinetox, Deo. 26.—Tbe Chicago Inier- 
Ocean of yesterday contains a long article on 
Babcock and the Whisky Ring, in which it is 
asserted that Secretary Bristow will be exposed 
shortly, as having at various times counived 
at whisky frauds, either while he was 
a Government official or while he was 
engaged in private practice, The entire article 
is a shrewd atiempt to injure Br.stow, and the 
pietendea facts are stated in such a positive way 
that they are calculated to induce the belief with 
people not fully aware of the desperate Zeal 
with which the Whisky Ring are defeuding them- 
selves and making war upon Bristow. The 
article is written in such a style as to convey 
the impression that Baboock furnished some of 
the points, aud was party to some extent to its 
publication. Whether this is so or not, can- 
not be positively stated, but it is significant ghat 
the articie presents Babcock as admit that 
his telegrams were for the use of the Ring, 
while be claims that they were sent innocently 
aod under misapprehension of the ends they 
were to serve. 

This evening the attention of Secretary Bris- 
tow was called to the Jnler-Ocean publication. 
Alter reading the cbarges and intimation, be 
simply stated that they were a tiesue of false- 
hoogs from begionirg to end; that be was aware 
that the Waisky Ring were determined to in- 
jure bim, if possible, by way of retaliation, 
aod that if he had not character enough to 
witbetand their assaults he ougnt to go under; 
that he had no objection to having bis life rec- 
oid investigated with the atmost rigor; on the 
contiary, desirea that it should be, if necessary. 

It was stated in the article referred to that ap 
investigation of the Whisky Ring would be had 
by a committee to be headed by Sam Randall, 
and that Babeock would tesufy before 
this Committees to his § convection with 
the affair, and tavreby shield bimseif irom 
prosecution before the Court, under the law 
providing that a man may pot be held for pun- 
ishbment in the courts on account of offenses 
couiessed to a committee of either House. 
This story is regarded as absurd. Mr. Randall 
said tonight, however, that the Whisky Ring 
would be investigated, not by @ specie! com- 
mutiee, but by the Ways aud Means Committee.

Without claiming greater, virtue, it was 
never to the interest of the tiade bere 
to depreciae their own goods by engag- 
ing in tue illicit business. The suppres- 
sion of the frauds puts Cincianati manu- 
facturers in the position they are entitled to, 
aud hence this feeling. In conclusion I can only 
Say that the results vf the recent investigation 
would go to show pretty plaiviy that it will not 
damage Secretary Rist reputation seriously

SINGULABLY OPPORTUNE TRANSFER OF ITS PROP- 
ERTY. 

The tact was noted in Tus Tumor of Satur- 
day that the Lake Sbore distillery had been 
seized by the Government for non-payment of 
certain taxes then eigut months overdue. The 
distillery was owned by a company, of which 
Mr. E. C. Leach was President, and, as was 
then stated, bad not been runding for some

tbe seizure, have shown a very peculiar state 
of affairs in connection with the concern.

It will have to be 
made remarkably pain to the Collector that 
there was a real traie at the bottom of the 
transfer before he will let go bis clutch on the 
property.

The night previous to the murder and suicide 
there was a Methodist prayer meeting at the 
house of a neighbor, and Mrs. Ritter, who bad 
for some time manifested great anxiety for her 
husband’s soul. wanted him to attend the meet- 
ing with her. He declined, and she went away 
alone, highly displeased with bim. Ritter epent 
the evening at the house of auotber neighbor, a 
member of the Reformed Church. The Meth- 
odist meeting was out, and Mra. Ritter got home 
and abed before her husband returned home. 
When be repaired to his bedroom he found that 
his wife bad locked the door on the inside and 
positively refused to let him in. He found every 
other bedchamber in the house and every room 
with a fire in locked, and he was finally com- 
pelled to go into the attic. The night was bitter 
cold, and he got but little sleep. 

Friday morning he came down and found the 
kitchen uolocked, but his wife not yet out of her 
room. She presentiy appeared, and at once as- 
sailed him for his persistent refasal to repent of 
his sins and become a follower of the Lord. 
Warm words followed, aod at last Ritter picked 
up a hammer that lay near and exclaimed : 

We might better be dead than live thie way ! 

He then dealt his wife several blows on the 
head, and she fell screaming to the floor. Her 
screams were heard by Eli Ephgrave, a neighbor, 
and he at once rushed into Ritter’s apartments. 
He found the husband stan over the 
prostrate form of his wife with bammer 
raised as if to strike again. Ephgrave seized 
hold of him and threw him aside, and carried 
Mrs. Ritter into his own part of the house, 
Ritter repeated the above remark as Ephgrave 
went out with the wounded woman. 

He was left alone in his room but a moment, 
but when Ephgrave returned he found Ritter on 
his knees before his bed, with his head fallen 
over upon it and blood streaming from his 
throat to the floor. Ritter was taken up and 
laid upon bis bed, when it was seen that he had 
cut his throat from ear to ear with a razor. He 
died before a physician could be called. 

Mrs. Ritter’s wounds consisted of several frac- 
tures of the skull and bad cuts about the face. 
She was conscious for a short time, giving the 
above details, but soon entered a comatose state 
from which she never recovered. 

Ritter was a sober and industrious man, of a re- 
markably even and forbeariug temper. His wife 
is said-to have been a regular vixen, and was con- 
stantly scolding and finding fault with her bus- 
band, until, goaded to frenzy, be committed the 
terrible deed which sent them both into eternity.

In their 
flight one of the two threw away a knife. Offi- 
cer Milligan subsequently found it. Ihe blade 
and other parts were full of blood, which had 
not yet fully dried, This knife was recognized 
as the property of George Smith, one of the 
men who ran on the approach of the two police- 
men. Smith and his companion, who proved to 
be Whalan, were taken to Central Station. 

Yesterday they appeared before court, and. in 
default of 88,000 bail, were committed to jail to 
await trial next Tuesday. The charge preferred 
yesterday was “cutting with intent to kill,” 
but, should any of the wounded men die, it will 
of course be changed as the law requires.

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THE POOL. 
HOPES THAT IT WILL BE BROKEN UP. 

The managers of the various railroads leading 
from this city to the East are beginning to real- 
ize that the merchants and shippers of Chicago 
and the Northwest will not much longer stand 
the outrageous and unjustifiable discrimination 
in freight charges from which this city has been 
suffering severely for some time past. They 
have gone to New York with their General Su- 
perintendents and General Freight Agents to 
have a consultation with the two great railroad 
dictators, Scott and Vanderbilt, and to implore 
them to do something by which the rates can be 
better equalized and the Chicago people pacified, 
since else the pool will be smashed. The millers 
of this city intend to hold a moss-meeting in a 
day or two and take such action as wil! compel 
the pool lines to give them the same privileges 
at least thas are accorded tothe Minnesota and 
Wisconsin miilers. The railroad managers are 
aware of the fact that these men are in earnest, 
and hence their anxiety to settle the matter be- 
fore it is too late. And it is shamefal how 

THE MILLERS OF THIS CITY 
are treated by the railroads. New facts came to 
Lgbht yesterday which show that @e discrimioa- 
tious made against their products are far worse 
than stated in Tun Trreunz of last Friday. It 
is now learned that the managers of the pool 
lines have made a private agreement with the 
millers of Minnesota and Wisconsin by which 
their products are shipped at 10 cents less from 
this city than the products of the Chicago millers. 
While from here 90 cents is charged on a barrel 
of flour made in [Illinois and Chicago, only 80 
cents per barrel is charged on flour made in 
Minnesota or Wisconsin. The rate from Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee is the same by ail the lines 
except the Detroit & Milwaukee and the Grand 
Trunk lines, which are not in the pool, and 
hence charge 10 cents less from the latter city to 
New York than the lowest price accorded to the 
Mionesota millers by the pool lines, and thus it 
comes that the millers of Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin can ship their four to New York for 70 cents 
per barrel, while Chicago millers have to pay 90 
cents per barrel. This is undoubtedly the most 
outrageous and unjust discrimination ever made 
against the producers and shippers of any city 
in the country, and substantiates the charges 
heretofore made that the pool was engineered 
for the purpose of 
PUNISHING THE PEOPLE OF THTS CITY 

for their opposition to Tom Scott’s Pacific Rail- 
road grab. It is — that the muliers of 
this city have stood it so long without taking 
s@&ne measure against such extortion, and it is 
rumored that some of the large men io this city 
have made contracts with Scott's Star Union 
Line by which their products are carried forward 
at lower rates than the others. and for this 
reason they have thus far kept so quiet. The 
best thing for Chicago millers to do is to refuse 
to make any more shipments by the Chicago 
pooled lines. They can ship their flour via Mil- 
waukee and the Grand Trunk Raitway to New 
Tork. In this way they not only punish the 
pool lines for their action, but also save 12 
cents per barrel by the operation, as will be seen 
by the following figures: The Milwaukee 4 
St. Paul and the Chicago & Northwestern 
Railroads this city to Mil- 
barrel, and 
Grand Trunk from Milwaukee to New York, 70 
cents, making s total of 73 cents, agaiust 90 
cents charged from this city by the Chicago 
lines. And io view of all this the pool managers 
had the impudence to meet here two weeks ago 
for the purpose of raising the rate on flour to 
#1 per barrel, and were only prevented from do- 
ing it by the action of the Millers’ Convention 
at the Grand Pacific Hotel. 

But not only can flour be shipped from Chica- 
go, via Milwaukee, ata lower rate than by the 
direct routes, but 

GRAIN ALSO. 

The rate from here to Milwaukee is 4 cents 
per 100 pouuds, and from Milwaukee to New 
York, by the Grand Trunk and Detroit & Mil- 
waukee Railroads, from 35 to 40 certs, according 
to the quantity, making a total rate from Chica- 
50 to New York of from 99 to 4 cents, while 

he lowest from Chicago direct, via the pool 
lines, is 45ceuts. The low rates offered by the 
Grand Trunk Railway to a great extent over- 
balance, in the eyes of ghippers, the disadvan- 
tage of a looger route, and hence road is 
gradually getting all the business, while the pool 

ines have little to do beyond the carrying out of 
old contracts made previous to the formation of 
the pool. A dispatch from Grand Haven re- 
cetved here yesterday states that three 
steamers, loaded with grain and flour. 
arrive there from Milwaukee every day 
tor shipment via the Detroit & Milwaukee 
an 1 Grand Trunk Railroads, and yesterday these 
roads were compelled to put on six extra freight 
trains in order to carry off all the freights offered. 
Mr. J. F. Howe, the Western General Freight 
Agent of the Grand Trunk Railway stated to a 
*TnrsuNE reporter yesterday that at present they 
must confine their fight to Milwaukee, having no 
outlet to this city except via the pool lines, and 
these refuse to take their shipments unless con- 
tracted for at the regular pool races. Next 
sprivg, however, they would put on a first-class 
line of steamers between this city and Sarnia, 
and then the battle would begin in earness. 

As has been shown in a previous article, these 
discriminations are made not in favor of Mu- 
waukee alone, but they are still worse from 

OTHER WESTERN AND SOUTHWESTERN CITIES, 
and particularly from Indianapolis and St. Louis. 
While the distance from Indianapolis to New 

Vork is nearly the same as from Chicago, yet the 
rate on grain from that city is 5 cents lower per 
hundred pounds. According to Mr. Graham's 
table, which 1s computed from the actual number 
of miles, the difference in rate should not be quite 
2 cents, and this difference ought to be over- 
balanced by the superiority of Chicago as a busi- 
ness centre. From St. Louis, wheres the differ- 
ence should be 10 cents in favor of Chicago, it is 
only 4 cents. The rates on live stock are so 
much in favor of the latter city that shipments 
of cattle to the East via this city have almost en- 
tirely ceased. 

The railroads leading from this city to the 
West do not in the least sympathize with the 
outrageous and unjustifladle conduct of the 
Eastern pool lines. hile these latter roads are

But they do protest 
against unjust discriminations by which other 
Western cities are enabled to rob this place of 
the trade which by right of its position and im- 
portance belongs to it.

Henry P. Isham, as Assignee of Moss & Sam- 
son, the bankrupt cigar dealers, filed a bill yes- 
terday in the United States Circuit Court against 
the Fourth National Bank of Chicago, the State 
Savings institution, Henry Greene baum & 
Co., Durruty, Chaffraix & Co., and H. 
Upman 4 Co., and others, to recover 
the proceeds of a lot of cigars. It appears from 
the allegations of the bill that Moss & Samson, 
before their failure, bought ten cases of cigars 
from Cuba, which came to Chicago in bond. 
Just before their bankruptcy, and when it was 
well known that they were insolvent, they—by 
Lewis Moss, one of the partners—assigned 
their bills of lading to Henry Greenebaum & 
Co., as their agents, with intent to give them 
apreference. About the same time David Sam- 
. the other partner, made a similar preferen- 

tial assignment to the Fourth National, to secure 
$2,000. Both the parties to whom these 
assignments had been made endeayored to 
get possession of the cigars, but failed, 
as the Custom House authorities refused to sur- 
render them untii they were satisfied who were 
entitled to the property. The cigars were then 
by agreement sold, aud the proeeeds, amounting 
to $2,419.98, were deposited m the State Savings 
Institution. The claumants then began suits to 
decide their claims. 

The Assignee now appears as a third claimant, 
alleging that the assignments were preferential 
and void, and that the creditors of Moss & Sam- 
son are all entitied to their pro rata share of the 
proceeds. He threfore asks that the State Sav- 
ings Institution may be compelled to surrender

PORCING THE COAL MARKET. 


A GRINDING, MONOPOLY. 
Correspondence New York Sun, 
Mavca Cuunx, Pa., Dec. 23.—Another con- 
test between labor and capital is about to be 
inaugurated in the coal regions of this State. 


The general meeting of the heavy operators 
composing the coal and railroad rings has been 
held, and a resolution adopted to have a general 
or partial suspension of Operations and reduc- 
tion of wages in all regions governed by the pool 
between this and the new year, at which time 
the companies forming the combination 2 — 
make contracts and sign the papers of agree- 
ment. 

Upon the dissemination of the above news in 
the mining town, the colliers, union and non- 
union, met in conference, y at firat, but 
subsequently publicly, and denounced in un- 
measured terms the action of the monopolista, 
and decided to battle against them to the bitter 
end. 

The suspension will take place this week. and 
by its close will be almost, if not quite, general 
in the majority of the districts. Between 15,000 
and 20,000 workingmen will be deprived of em- 

loyment. So far as the Lehigh region is direet- 
2 concerned, the stoppage will go luto effect at 
once, but at this moment it is somewhat difficult 
to say whether it will be entire or partial. The 
Lehigh operators have, in comparison with the 
other overators of the combination, but a small 
quantity of coal stacked at the seaboard, and 
they are now shipping direct from the min 
and there is a possibility of this being contin 
until the opening of 1876, and even later. 

The operators of the northern coal-fields of 
the Wyoming and Lackawanna Valleys have al- 
ready shut down production, Many of the lead- 
ing and heaviest producing collieries belonging 
to the Lehigh and Wükesbarre Coal Company 
are closed. At Wilkesbarre, Plymouth, Ashley, 
Kingston, Nanticoke, Sugar Notch, Wanamia, 

and other points, the works of this immense 
and grasping corporation, are either partially or 
completely stopped. Between 10,000 and 12,000 
men aod boys are thas thrown out of work, aud 
this sad condition of things will continue for an 
indefinité period. The unemployed will sever 
return to the mined under the reduced wages, 
and the Company will not retreat from the posi- 
tion as adopted at the operators’ meeting. The 
struggle between the two contending elements 
will be long and desperate, and the culmination 
will be lawlessness of every description. 

In the great Lackawanna region the operators 
have pot yet arr.ved at aoy positive conclusion 
as to the time of stoppage. The district, how- 
ever, is monopolized by the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna 4 Western, and Delaware & Hudson 
Coal Companies, both of which are connected 
with the pool, and it is anticipated the same 
policy adopted by the otber companies wiil be 
carried into effect during the week. The former 
corporation has just lessened the hours of labor 
in its extensive car-shops and other industrial 
departments at Scranton from eight to six 
hours, besides making a decrea¢e in wages. 

As the miners of the last mentioned region 
have been prep ing themselves for more than a 
year to checkmate the operating companies in 
any attempted movement such as has been 
planned, as soon as the operators announce 
their intentions a widespread, bitter, and welil- 
organized strike will be entered upon. What 
the Sebuylkill, Lehigh, and Wyoming miners 
have done will be a mere drop iu the bueket to 
what those of the Lackawanna region wil do. 

In the middie coal fields of Schuylkill County 
the suspension is now general. What coal re- 
remains in the breakers is being removed, and in 
a few days shipments to the seaboard will cease 
entirely. 

The pool has produced an immense quantity 
of anthracite fuel duriog the year, the entire 
production being 19,717,758 tons, which is an in- 
crease over that of last year of 106, 135 tons, the 

uantity mined in 1874 being 19 651, 623 tons. 
the Philiadelphia & Reading Coal and Iron 
Company, the leader of the combination, runs 
its mines day and night, and, notwithstanding 
the interruption caused by the four months 
strike, mined 151,211 tons against 127,354 tons 
produced the previous year, an increase of 23,- 
857 tous. All the monopolista, with the excep- 
tion of the Lehigh operators, have enormous 
quantities of coal floating in various parts of the 
country, and now that the suspension has quick- 
ened the trade considerably in the cities the aoc- 
cumulated stocks will very soon be diminished, 
and then the scheming combination will com- 
mence their little game of “regulating the 
market,” as they term it (but in plain English it 
means shgviog up extortionate prices upon deal- 
ers and consumers), and using the great suspen- 
sion a8 an eacuse for doing so.

tion for feeding prisoners in the Jail. The 
matter has been referred to the Judiciary 
Committee, who will obtain from County- 
Attorney Rounrner an “ opinion” that the 
Board has ‘no authority to cut down the 
Sheriff’s profits on prison fare, and the old 
rate of 35 cents will be restored at an added 
| expense of something like $10.000 to the tax- 
payers. It is found necessary to pacificate 
the Sheriff in these little matters, for in no 
other way can jaries be packed and security 
afforded to political criminals. 


Another move in the grand conspiracy of 
the anthracite monopoly to put down pro- 
duction and put up prices is reported from 
Philadelphia, where it has been decided that 
the 15,000 miners in the Wyoming region 
shall be thrown out of employment for a 
period of three months or more, \beginning 
on Friday of this week. A suspension of one 
month only is ordered, but it is understood 
that the necessary work of repairs” will 
add another month and probably more to the 
period of enforced idleness and crime. It is 
expected that the order of suspension will 
soon extend to the great Lackawanna region, 
and then the soulless combination will be 
ready to issue a new schedule of increased 
prices for all the coal above ground. Then 
will follow a fierce struggle between the mine 
operators, aided by the authorities on one 
hand and the vast army of idle, desperate 
miners on the other, and, as usual. the least 
guilty of the contending parties will fare the 
Worst. 


CRAW FISHING. 

The Whishky-Thieves’ Organ has already be- 

gun to crawfish out of the false and defama- 
tory article of Saturday, in which it stated 
that Gen. Bascocx proposes to appear before 
a Democratic Committee of Congress, take 
shelter under the “ safe-conduct” statute, 
and make a full confession of what he knows 
about the whisky frands, and produce evi- 
dence implicating Secretary Bristow. The 
Chicago W lisky-7hieres’ Organ now refers to 
its Saturday article as a local news article,” 
and says that it would have made an edi- 
torial statement discrediting a portion of it, 
had the late hour at which it was obtained 
permitted editorial comment.” Now the 
Whisky- Thieves’ Organ cannot hope to escape 
the penalty of its recklessness, and perhaps its 
desperation, by an explanation so attenuated 
and palpably false. The “local news 
article” was printed in large type, 
‘“loudly ” leaded, given the first place 
in the paper, and rendered conspicuous 
by halfa column of flaming head-lines. It was 
not a news article, for the developments of a 
single day have been suffiwent to show that 
there was no nes in it, but that it was pure 
and malicious invention from beginning to 
end. It was not the kind of an article that 
would have been inserted without the knowl- 
edge and sanction of the editor. It was not 
so hastily prepared as to prevent editorial 
comment, because the article itself stated 
that it had been prepared after consultation 
with four prominent attorneys had been held. 
The fact is that it was a calm, deliberate, and 
cal ing effort to stab Secretary Barstow 
in the interest of the whisky-thieves, and the 
Whisky-Thicves’ Organ did not come to a 
realization of the reaction until after the arti- 
cle was printed and put forth. It was imme- 
diately recognized everywhere as a weak 
apology for the revenue thieves, and as a dis- 
guised confession of complicity on the part 
of somebody prominently connected with the 
newspaper which printed it. 
It turns out that every statement in the ar- 
ticle printed by the MA - Tieres Organ, 
so far as it reflected upon Secretary Bristow, 
is false,—even as to the place where the Sec- 
retary sleeps when he is in Louisville or Cin- 
cinnati. Secretary Bristow has a brother-in- 
law in Louisville, and that brother-in-law has 
a brother, and that brother is connected in 
some way with a distiller. The Win- 
Thieves’ Organ charged Secretary Bristow 
with the heinous offense of stopping with 
his brother-in-law (the brother of the man 
who has some interest in a distillery), but it 
seems that eveh this is not true, as Mr. Bris- 
tow stops at the Galt House when he goes to 
Louisville. The Whisky-Thieves’ Organ also 
cited as a copvincing evidence of Secretary 
Berstow's complicity in the whisky frauds 
that he stops with a gentleman named Hozaar, 
who lives in Cincinnati, and who, it alleges, isin 
the whisky business; but it turns out that 
the Secretary does not even know Mr. 
Hoparr. And this is what the Whisky- 
Thieves’ Organ now calls giving the earliest 
intelligence,” and the full and complete 
news,” even though it strikes at those 
whom the public has always regarded with 
respect and esteem.” If intelligence can 
be synonymous with invention, and news 
be nothing but lies, then the latter statement 
is correct; otherwise not. 

The Whisky- Thieves’ Organ also charged that 
Secretary Bristow ordered the release of cer- 
tain Louisville whisky which had been seized, 
because he had been (before he became Secre- 
tary of the Treasury) attorney for the manu- 
facturers of this whisky. To sustain this 
charge, some statements were forced 
out of ex-District-Attorney Grovra and 
the present Collector, Gen. Wessren, 
which standing alone mean nothing, 
but which were distorted in their 
application. The truth of the matter seems 
to be that (1) the Secretary of the Treasury 
was never attorney for Mors & Conn, who 
shipped the whisky, but in a friendly capaci- 
ty, before he dreamt of being Secretary, 
asked that action be deferred till all the facts 
should be ascertained; (2) after he became 
Secretary of the Treasury, he refused to re- 
lease this whisky until the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue and the Solicitor of the 
Treasury should recommend it; (3) the whis- 
ky is not released at all, because the owners 
refuse to pay the money on a compromise 
offered by the Government, on the ground

| | there is not a shred of truth left to the origi- 


nal four-column statement as made by the 


it prints in its own Washington correspond- 
ence the following humiliating retraction : 

The truth appears to be that Secretary Baistow's 
great success in prosecuting and convicting the mem-

THE LEGALITY OF OUR TAXES. 

A question of considerable interest has 
within a few days been discussed in official 
circles in this city, concerning the intricate 
matter of local taxation. It is suggested 
that the whole levy for city and county pur- 
poses for 1875 is void, because the tax has 
been extended upon the valuation as revised 


and promulgated by the State Board of 
Equalization, and not upon the valuation as 
revised by the County Board of Equaliza- 
tion. This objection has been raised doubt- 
less upon the strength of some expressions 
by the Supreme Court in the case of Du Page 
County os. Junxs, reported in Fargman- 65. 
In the opinion in that case the Court, at 
page 228, used the following language : 

It was also objected that the Clerk extended the tax 
on the assessment-rolls made by the Town Assessors, 
and not on the equalized valuation fixed by the State 
Board, In this we cannat see the sligatest objection, , 
The State Board only e yurlized in reference to State 
tixes, and not with the least reference to local taxa- 
tion, The Clerk is bound to extend the State tax on 
that asses ment, It is believed to be the uniform 
practice throughout the State for County Clerks to 
extend the tax for county and other local taxes on the 
original assessment, as equalized by the Board cf 
Supervisors, and the State tax on the equalized value 
fixed by the State Boara, Any other practice would 
lead to confusion ard em! arrassment, 

The Board of Supervisors are required by law to 
levy the county tax at their annual meeting in Sep 
tember, and town, school, and other local t«xes are 
required to be levied and returned to the County Clerk 
uy or before that time; and these levies can only be 
made on the valuation returned by the Assessors, as 
there is no other means of ascertaining the rate per 
cent; and, if the valuation is reduced by the State 
Board; there would be a deficiency in the required 
amount, or if it should be raisod, there would be an 
excess over and a ore the amount required aud ia- 
tended to be levied, if these taxes were ettende/ on 
the equalized value nxed by the State Board, 

This language would certainly sustain the 
objection now made, were it applicable. It 
was used, however, in reference to the State 
law as it stood in April, 1868, and with refer- 
ence to the assessment of taxes for the year 
1868. Since then, there has been a new 
Constitution and a general revision of the 
laws, and the Revenue law of the State has 
been entirely remodeled. Under the new 
law, that of 1872, there are no rates of taxa- 
tion fixed by the county or local Boards; 
these bodies certify to the County Clerk 
merely the amounts they need to be raised 
by taxation. The General Revenue law of 
1872 contains the following provisions, which 
do not occur in the Revenue law as it stood 
in 1868: 

und. 117. All rates for taxes, hereipsfter provided 
for, shall be extended by the County Clerk on the as- 
sessed valuation of property, as equalized and asseased 
by the State Board of Kqualization, 

Sxzc 121. The County Board of the respective coun- 
ties shall, annually, at the September session, deter- 
mine the amounts of all taxes to be raised for county 
purposes, the aggregate amount of which shall not ex- 
ceed the rate of 75 cents on the $100 valuation of prop- 
erty, except for payment of indebtedness existing at 
the adoption of tne present State Constitution, uniess 
authorized by d vote of the people of the county. 

Szo. 122. The proper authorities of towns, town- 


sh ips, districts, and incorporated cities. towns, and 
villages, collecting taxes under the provisions of this © 
act, shall annually, on or before the second Tuesday in | 


August, certify to the County Clerk the several amounts 
which they severally require to be raised by taxation, 
etc. 

uc. 126. Said Clerks shall extend the rates of ad- 
dition or deduction ordered by the County Board and 
State Board in the seyeral columns provided for that 
purpose, The rates per cent ordered by the State 
Board of Equalization shall be extended on the as- 
eeased valuation of property, corrected and equal- 
ized by the County Board. 

Seo. 126, All State and county taxes shall be er- 
tended by the respective County Cletks upon the prop- 
erty in these counties upon the val produced by 
the equalization and assessment property by the 
State Board of Equalization. T district, village, 
city, and otber taxes shall also be extended against such 
assessed and equalized valuation of property within 
their respective jurisdictions, 

Sec, 3 of the city charter: The City Council in cities 
may asses and collect taxes for corporate purposes 
in the following manner: The City Council shall, on or 
before the second Tuesday in September in each year, 
ascertain the total amount of appropriations for all 
corporate purposes, legally made and to be collected 
from the tax levy of that fecal year, and by ordinance 
levy and assess such amount, so ascertained, upon the 
real und personal property within the city or village 
subject to taxation, as the same is asseased for State 
and county purposes for the current year, A certified 
copy of such ordinance shall be filed with the County 
Clerk, etc. 

This is the law on the subject. It seems 
to be conclusive that the assessment and val- 
uation as completed by the State Board is the 
only one upon which taxes for any county or 
city purpose can be collected under the Rev- 
enue law of 1872. 


WHAT ONE SPY DID. 

Much has been said, io history, song, and 
sermon, of the providential arrival of the 
Monitor in time to meet and disable the Mer- 
rimac off Fortress Monroe. It was hailed at 
the time as a special providence, and has 
often been claimed as such since. But time, 
which buries so many things, brings others 
to light, and has now revealed the fact that 
not accident, but design, got the ‘‘ cheese-box 
on a raft” to Fortress Monroe in time to drive 
the Merrimac back to Norfolk Navy-Yard. 
Gen. Woot was in command of the for- 
tress then, and had as his Aide-de-Camp 
Col. L. G. B. Cannon, of Vermont, 
who has just published a small pam- 
phlet embodying his “‘ recollections” of the 
famous duel which revolutioned the navies 
of the world. He says that a loyal man em- 
ployed as a mechanicin the Norfolk Navy- 
Yard sent Gen. Woon word of the work on 
the Merrimac in December, 1801, and for- 
warded him full details of the Confederate 
plan two months afterwards, just three weeks 
before the iron ram played havoc with the 
wooden walls of the Congress and the Cum- 
berland. Col. Cannon went to Washington 
with the first news. Srawron was sick, and 
Lon took the Colonel to a Cabinet meet- 
ing. The result was that work was pushed 
with all speed on the Monitor. If the spy 
had not served his country so well, the Mer- 
rimac would have broken up the blockade off 
Norfolk, and might then have cruiged down 
the coast, destroying one squadron after an- 
other, and practically raising the blockade of 
the whole coast. It has been stated that this 
was the plan, and that a fleet of Clyde-built 
ships, laden with arms, ammunition, cloth- 
ing. and stores, was waiting at West India 
ports to seize their chance of safely landing 
their war material. II ts difficult to overesti- 
mala the voxsible damage this one rem might 


have done, if she had not been stopped 
one day's sweeping victory. The Congress 
and the Cumberland were two of the finest 
vessels in our navy. If they were 
so utterly helpless before the Merri- 
mac, what could smaller ships have done? 
After raising the blockade, the Merrimac 
might have steamed into New York Bay, and 
had the metropolis of the New World at its 
mercy. It would have taken a long while to 
have built, launched, and equipped the Moni- 
tor if she had then existed only in the brain 
+ Of Enicssox, and even if her framework had 
only a placed upon the stocks, as would 
have Been the case but for this one loyal spy. 
He must have run no slight risk, but his in- 
formation was of the highest value.

The political drift of the period is leading 
public journals, as well as men, to that point 
where they must decide which cause they 
will serve, and the current has already 
set so far and so strong towards the Cen- 
tennial Presidenfial campaign as to show 
that there will be but two causes—the one 
Republican, the other Democratic. There 
may, and probably will, be a third party, 
made up of the rag-baby inflationists and 
broken-down speculators of the country, but 
as between the two great parties it has no 
possibility of success. Prominent among 
those public journnis which are now declar- 
ing their political allegiance for 1876 is the 
New York Tribune. It support of the Re- 
publican party during the past three or four 
years has been of such a negative character 
as to make such a declaration necessary.

The New York 7rilume now, however, lays 
out its policy for the centennial year with 
some degree of circamstantiality. It recog- 
nizes the importance of the centennial year, 
and says: 

In the practical wort of government there are great 
abuses to be swept away, and many promises to be pul 
to the test. In the sr@ijement of the national finances 
the year may mark che crisis of our affairs. In relig- 
ion it promises to raark a great revival, and there are 
many signs that the relations of the Church to the 
State, and particularly to the State schools, will pro- 
volte sharp discursioy,, and enter largely into politics, 


In trade, commerce, and productive industry there are 
bot es that it will cid ess the long-deferred revival. 

In view of the events which must happen 
in the forthcovaing year, it defines itself as 
follows: 

The Irtbune will maintain with the old fervor the 
old Republican cumple of which it was the cham- 
pion all through the American conflict (the Rebellion), 
anden willrejoi¢e whenever thos: principles are vic- 
torious under the old bao@nera, ut it can never be the 
ser vant of caunuses ar couventions ; u must approve 
what it fins good in the stteand professions of either 
party, and spologize for the wrongd ings of neitber. 
In giving the news it endeavors to set forth the truth, 
the whole truth, and nothing but the truth; in politics 
ite great onject is to elnct honest men, whom the coun- 
try knows and can trust; to secure hard money, ad- 
ministrative reform, such economy in public affairs as 
the hard tinses compe! from private citizens, and, as a 
consequences, lower taxes, 

Leaving aside its random talk of “ inde- 
pendence and its determination of choice in 
caucta and convention nominations, it is 
agreeable to be assured that the New York 
7rfbune will once again maintain with fervor 
the old Republican principles. It in reality 
en fists that journal once more under the Re- 
prblican banner, since the people themselves 
hive determined henceforth to elect honest 
paen whom the untry knows and can trust.”

| TAMMANY HALL AND THE PRESIDENT. 

Tammany Hall has issued an address in 
which it takes direct issue with the Presi- 
dent upon the sentiments which he has ex- 
pressed in his Des Moines speech and his 
message, and assaile him in the following 
bitter and malignant manner: 

Suddenly and without warning, the Chief Magistrate 
of the Union sounds the “fire-bell in the night;” 
from the regions of persecution he invokes the spirit 
of religious intolerance, and bids it to erect its sable 
throne in this land of liberty, and im this age of 
enlightenment and veunted progress. 

Has history no terrors for his imagination as he 
Iboks back over the sanguinery fields, the blocks, the 
ibdbets, the stakes which stand like grim milestones of 
Nood across the religious track of the past 300 years 7 
Or te the historic as a sealed book to the unlettered 
roldier who has risen from the tented field to the 
)?residency, and who would clutch at power and hold 
cm to it with bulldog tenacity even over the ruins of his 
«ountry ? 

We denounce this atrocious attempt of the President 
o recall from its dishonoted grave the howling derviah 
‘af Know-Nothingism, The successful soldier, in his 
iwmbition to enjoy a third term in violation of the 
common law of America, bas seized the torch of 
1 eligious persecution, and would apply it to the temple 
(if the Most High, no less than to the fabric of our 
vil liberties, 

The most conclusive answer to this parti- 
an froth and fury is to calmly consider the 
iecommendations which the President has 
inade. What has he suggested as matters 
‘worthy of consideration by the people of the 
‘lifferent States? First, he recommends to 
‘she people of this country not to allow diver- 
sion of the public taxes to the support of 
dogmatic schools, and expresses himself as 
opposed to levying assessments upon the 
people to provide for the teaching of sec- 
tarianism in the public schools, in which 
position he is supported by every considera- 
tion of justice and expediency. Second, he 
advocates universal and compulsory educa- 
tion in the rudimentary branches for those 
classes of our youth who are not other- 
wise provided for, and as the foundation of 
| this proposition contends that the perpetuity 
of the American Republic depends upon 
general enlightenment and the spread of edu- 
cation among the masses. The position is 
impregnable. It is supported by the unan- 
swerable fact that since the creation of the 
world those nations have been the most pow- 
erful and permanent which have been the most 
enlightened, and, on the other hand, those 
nations have been the weakest and shortest- 
lived which have been the most ignorant and 
superstitious, This rule has always held true, 
and it does now, as may be seen by the con- 
dition of the various European nations. The 
leading European Powers—England, France, 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, Holland, Delgi- 
um, and the Scandinavian countries—have 
recognized the truth of this proposition, and 
laid the foundations of their permanency deep 
and strong by making elementary education 
compulsory, and by improving every oppor- 
tunity to spread general enlightenment 
among their people. It is these two enlight- 
ened and statesmanlike propositions, which 
are the wisest things for any nation to do, 
for the enunciation of which Tammany Hall 
has so malicioushy vituperated the President. 
It is exactly what Tammany Hall might have 
been expected to do, That infamous organ- 
ization, which tas been the cure of

: and abroad upon the boasted freedom 
of our political institutions, has been the 
ugency of villainy and corrmption since its 
inception. It produced Twzzp, Cownoiiy, 
Genet, Carpozo, and Baenarp. It has 
sheltered rings within rings, which have 
robbed and plundered the people of New 
York City for years. It has made elections a 
mockery. It has ruled the polls with vio- 
lence. It has stuffed beilot-boxes. It has 
intimidated honest voters and corrupted dis- 
honest ones. It has tamspered with courts 
and juries, It has stolen from city and 
count¥ treasuries. It has loaded the people 
down with taxation to make good its robbe- 
ries. It has been managed by the corruptest 
politicians in the history of the country, 
whose infamie< ought long ago to have con- 
signed them to the Penitentiary, and their 
following is composed of the loafers, bum- 
mers, vagabonds, thieves, gamblers, and 
bullies of New York City. Such is the organ- 
ization which now assails the President of the 
United States and proposes to take issue with 
him upon the propositions we have already 
named. Let the issue come, The vow which 
has been taken by Tammany Hall will not be 
taken by any Protestant in this country. It 
will not receive the sympathy of any Roman 
Catholics, except those fanatical Ultramon- 
tanes who are not American either by birth 
or in feeling.

THE OIL-LIGHT COMPANY JOB. 

Yesterday we published the law covering 
the attempt of the Mayor and Common 
Council to execute an ordinance enacted by 
them making a contract for an annual expend- 
iture of the minimum sum of $88,000 a 
year for lighting the waste lands contiguous 
to Chicggo with gas. The ordinance was 
reported from the Committee on Gas-Lights, 
and a motion was promptly made to put it on 
its passage. The previous question was or- 
dered, and, without a word of debate or the 
publication of the ordinance, it was passed. 
To that ordinance the Mayor with alacrity 
attached his approval. Subsequently, the 
Company prepared a contract which the 
Mayor signed, and to which he requested the 
official signature of the Comptroller. The 
law of the State is peremptory that neither 
City Council nor any department or officer 
of the corporation shall add to the corpora- 
tion expenditures in any one year anything 
in excess of the amount provided for in the 
annual appropriation bill of that year, except 
in cases of necessity resulting from accident 
or casualty happening after the passage of 
the appropriations. The criminal code of the 
State makes it a crime for any municipal 
officer to contract, directly or indirectly, for 
the expenditure of any sum of money not 
previously appropriated, and provides that 
the officer so contracting shall be fined $10,- 
000 or less, and may be removed from office. 
Yet, in defiance of these express provisions, 
the Mayor not only approveu the ordinance, 
but signed the contract for the expenditure. 
That the offensé was not compleied is due 
not to any action on the part of the Mayor, 
but to the résdlute refusal by the Comptroller 
to violate his duty and the law. 

We can readily understand how Aldermen 
may have hastily and unsuspectingly voted 
for an ordinance which they had never read, 
and which was reported unanimously by a 
committee. But we fail to comprehend how 
a committee of the Council, who are pro- 
sumed to have examined the subject, should 
have prepared such an ordinance, knowing 
that it was in violation of the charter, and 
that any contract under it would be illegal. 
It is possible that they never read the ordi- 
nance ; that it was prepared for them; and 

their action was confined to reporting 
a law which rumor states and appearances 
seemingly confirm was worth a handsome 
round sum annually to some one who would 
probably pay for the possession of a franchise 
of that kind. The Committee cannot plead 
ignorance of the prohibitions of the charter; 
if they do, they ought to resign their offices. 
In this respect they are one par with the 
Mayor, who seems to have acted either 
ignorantly or defiantly of the charter and 
of the laws of the State. 

But neither the Mayor nor the Council 
Committee can plead ignorance of the finan- 
cial condition of the city, nor of the embar- 
rassments under which the Comptroller 
labors in order to maintain the public credit. 
Neither Mayor nor Council Committee can 
plead ignorance of the fact that the city has 
to borrow money to defray its ordinary ex- 
penditures, and that there is a large annual 
deficit in the collected revenue. They know 
that when economy isan imperative necessity, 
when the city is already staggering under the 
joint weight of extravagant expenditures and 
uncollected revenue, it is no time to embark 
in the luxury of violating the law by increas- 
ing the public liabilities and expenditures, 
for the sake of lighting up the open prairies 
and spending public money. Yet the Council 
passed and the Mayor signed this ordinance 
and the contract, and the city owes it te the 
ineorruptibility of the Comptroller that both 
are not now in operation. 


ABUSING THE PARDONING POWER. 

Gov. Bevzrines added to the features of the 
Christmas celebration at the State Peniten- 
tiary the pardon of two convicts, and selected 
for the occasion, with a view perhaps of in- 
tensifying the dramatic effects and heighten- 
ing the contrasts, two murderers. It was 
tentamount to saying to the other convicts 
who had swindled, or stolen, or forged, or 
committed some other felony not involving 
the life of man, You who have committed 
these petty and vulgar crimes must serve out 
your terms, because society must be protected 
from such dangerous characters. It is only 
they who have committed capital crime by 
murdering other féllows, involving long 
terms of punishment, who can be pardoned.” 
One of the murderers was WLAN Born, 
a colored man, who had been sentenced for 
life for murder committed in the heat of pas- 
sion and whisky, just as the gambler 
Davis committed his foul deed, and, 
arguing from analogy, we may presume 
that if the gambler Davis ever gets to the 
Penitentiary, he, tom may receive a Christ- 
mas present of this sort. The dispatch nar- 
rating the event grows pathetic, and describes 
the tears rolling down Mr. Buriznr’s ebony 
cheeks, There were scores of other convicts 
who would have rolled tears down their cheeks 
also, but unfortunately the Sawra CLAUs from 
Springfield brought them no present. The 
second convict was Jack GatLaaueERr, white, 
who had also murdered his man, and who 
went to Joliet expecting to stay there twenty 
years. He was more of a stoic, and the tears 
did not roll down his cheeks. He walked out

ventional fifteen-dollars’ worth of stuff, as he 
went back to his cell meditating if it might 
not have been better for him had he killed 
the shopkeeper instead of merely stealing 
his goods, since there is little chance for a 
fifteen-dollar thief to be pardoned, but mur- 
derers may walk out of their prison cells into 
the free air again. As we have said, this ex- 


tive souls which pour out their sympathies 
upon murderers ; but if men are to be con- 5 
victed only to be pardoned, of what use are 
courts and prosecutions, and all the machin- 
ery of law? Again, if Bux Bort and 
Jack GaLLaGuer can be pardoned on Christ. 
mas, why not any other two murderers upon 
any other holiday? Is it not rather super- 
fluous, with all the chances now in favor of a 
murderer's escape,—such as the law’s delay, 
quibbles, and technicalities, tampering with 
juries, and the paroxysmal emotion 
dodge, —to add to these the chance of 
a pardon on Christmas? Is not its tendency 
to reduce murder to the easiest of all the fine 
arts? Does it not virtually offer a premium 
zor the commission of murder by reducing 
the probabilities of pumishment to the mini- 
mum? Has not society the right to demand 
for its own protection that this frequent use 
of the pardoning power sh.ll cease, or, if it be 
exercised at all, shall be applied in the cases 
of those who have committed lesser crimes 
than murder ? 

We do not know the special reasons which 
led Gov. Bevertpcs to pardon these two mur- 
derers. Upon the surface there does not ap- 
pear to be any reason at all why they should 
have been singled out. But whatever the 
reasons may be, it only adds moré proof to 
show that the pardoning, power ig exercised _| 
altogether too loosely, and it more 
‘than ever shows the necessity for 
courts and juries to punish murderers 
with death, thus putting them beyond the 
reach of Gubernatorial pardon and leaving 
the exercise of that clemency to Divine 
Providence. At the very least, Gov. Bevzs- 
ak should understand that the respectable 
and law-abiding people of this State are not 
grateful to him for the Christmas gifts of 
murderers which he has made to society, 
after they had been placed in the Peniten. 
tiary for the protection of society, and that 
they will demand of him henceforth when he 
has pardons to dole out of Christmas gifts 
that he shall not give them to murderers but 
to lesser criminals. Society has hard enongh 
wor k to get a murderer into the Penitentiary 
without having to submit to th probability 
that the Governor will let him out again.

The Milwaukee correspondent of Tun Om- 
caGo Trisuye, in the course of his letter 
printed Sunday morning, says: 

The Michigan Central Railroad Company, I am in- 
formed. has made a contr ct with J. B. A, Kean for 
freight of several thousand b«rrels of flour at a nomi- 
nal rate of 90 cents a barrel from Milwaukee to New 
York, paying a rebate of 10 ens per barrel from the 
said nominal rate, The freight from Milwaukee to 
Chicago is 9 per cent of the rate of Milwaukee to New 
York, or 8 cents per barrel Taking the rebete, 10 
cents per barrel. and cost of transporting the flour 
from Milwaukee to Chicago, 8 cents per barrel, and 72 
cents t m in aetketate from Chicago to New York, 
yet Chicago millers have to pay 96 cents per barrei 
from Chicago to New Tork. The above contract, un- 
lers my information is wholly false, was made by the 
Erie & North Shore Line agent here on the authority 
of the General Fretgut Agent of the Michigan Cantral 
Railroad Company. 

We offer this remarkable discrimination in 
freight rates against Ohicago to the Board of 
Trade as an important matter for investiga- 
tion. This is a contract which comes home 
to them. It was made, as is alleged, upon 
the authority of the General Freight Agent 
of the Michigan Central Railroad Company, 
and by its terms Milwankee flour is sent from 
this city to New York at 72 cents per barrel, 
while Chicago flour is compelled to pay 90 
cents. In other words, the Michigan Central 


Railroad Company, which may be considered 
one of our home corporations, is discriminat- 
ing against Chicago millers in favor of Mil- 
waukee millers 18 cents per barrel. This 
kind of work is going on right under the eyes 
of the Board of Trade. If they have any re- 
gard to the business interests of Chicago, 
they will not stand idly by and see these in- 
terests tampered with without remonstrance. 
They should at once investigate the discrimi- 
nation. find out who is responsible for it, why 
it was done, and if the Michigan Central Cor- 
poration indorses the acts of its agent in this 
regard. If this contract is allowed to be car- 
ried ont without any remonstrance, it will 
pave the way for other and still more op- 
pressive discriminations.

REORGANIZABION OF THE ARMY TO MEET POSSIBLE 
CONTINGENC: ES. 
London Standard, 

The whole of the regular and auxiliary forces 
in tue United Kingdom have been divided into 
an active and a sedentary Or garrison army. Tue 
former consists of almost all the regular troops, 
the militia, aud the yeomaory. Is is organized 
in eight corpse d’armee, each of which will con- 
tain three infantry aod onc cavalry division, fif- 
teen field batteries, and a Gue proportion of the 
administrative services. The first co:psd’armee 
is intended to be available for service abroad, 
and is therefore constituted entirely of regular 
troops. The second corps is also availabie ia 
case of necessity, but from want of meaus only 
contains two divisious of regular infaniry, the 
thiid division being composed of militia. 
The third corps bas but one regular di- 
vision—the Guards. The other five corps 
have only ove regular brigade each. The 
cor s are to be concentrated on mobilization by 
divisions, the rendezvous of each of which is 
indicated in the scheme. The great dicheulty 
with which the framers of the latter have had to 
contend is the continual changes of quarters. 
There must be some changes on account of the 
large mount of foreign service which devolves 
on our army, though there im no reasou why. 
wheu a regiment is at home, a regiment should 
not remain in its owo district. Still, even were the 
War Odfjice to introduce a genuine \Sealization, uo 
regimeut would be constantly at one piace, for 
it would have to take its turn in India and the 
colonies. This fact complicated the problem 
which in Germany is simple enough. The solu- 
tion does credit to the Intelligence Department. 
Net particular regiments, but the troops in cer- 
taio barracks, are assigned to the different corps 
d’armee. Of the latter we may wention that 
the first corps available for foreign service is to 
have ite headquarters at Colchester, also an 
aumirable defensive position. Ihe headguar- 
ters of the second corps are to be at r- 
shot, also a judicious selection. The third 
corps, to which the Guards are attached, is to 
be at Croydon. The otber five corps are to 
bave their headquarters at Salisbary, Chester, 
York, Edinburg, and Dublin. For want of a 
sufficient number of English militia regiments 
a brigade of Irish militia is to be brought over 
and mcorporated with it on mobilization. We 
have omitted to state that each barracks is pro- 
vided with u route for concentration 


signed to it, but with an exception that will be 
noted presently, only about one-fourth of the 
effectives would be required to be constantly 
present at battalion beadquarters. The metro- 
polttan corps, which of themselves constatate a 
small army, are to encamp at Tilbury, Some 
battalions are to be mobilized at points on the 
coast. Mea ws 8 er proportion are to be 
constantly present with their corps.

OBITUARY. 


EX-SENATOR RICHARDSON. 
Specia; Diapatch to The Cricago 

Qurixcr, III., Dec. 27.—Ex-Senator William A. 
Richardson died at his home in this city at 3 
o'clock this morning, aged 64 years. Mr. Rich- 
ardson was boru in Kentacky in 1811. He read 
law in Winchester, Clark County, Ky., and in 
1831 migrated to. Illinois. He settled in Sheiby- 
ville, Shelby County, and associated himself in 
the practice of the law with the Hon.-W. L. D. 
Ewing, who was afterward elected United States 
Senator from this State. In the snoring of 
1832 he volunteered for service in the 
Blackhawk War. In 1834 he was elected 
by the General Assembly States Attorney for 
this Judicial Circuit. thea - comprising ten or 
twelve counties, being contiguous to and in- 
cluding Schuyler and Adams. Two years after- 
wards he was elected a member of the Legtsla- 
ture from Schuyler Conuty. That Legislature 
was a remarkable one. Among its members 
were ‘Lincoln, Douglas, Shields, McClernaend, 
Fieklin. Hardia, and Baker, inthe Lower House, 
and Browing in the Seuste. In 1833 Mr. Rich- 
ardson was elected a member of the State Sen- 
ate, in which position he served for four years. 
Teo years afterwards he was a second time 
elected to the Honre of Representatives, and n 
ite 6«Orgamization was chosen Speaker.

Upon the deoiar- 
ation of peace, Col. Richarason returned 
home, and was almost immediately elected 
to Coneress w (fill the vacancy occa. 
sioned by the resignation of Judge 
Douglas. Mr. Richardson came to reside in this 
city in 1848, and. being re-elected that year, and 
for the three successive terms followtog, be con- 
tinued in Congress until 18.6, and was one of 
the furemost men iu that body. Op his retire- 
ment from Congress he was nompnated by the 
Democrats of Lilinow for Governor, but was 
defeated by a aal majority. In 1857 Mr. 
Richardson was appointed Gov of tue Ter- 
ritory of Nevraskea by President Buchanan, a 
position which he held for one year, and then 
returned to Quincy. In 1860 he agein received 
the pomunation, aud was elected to 
Congress, where he served until 1868, when he 
resigned to accept a seat in the United States 
Seuate to which Le had been elected to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by the death of the lamented 
Douglas. At the expiration of bis term im the 
Senate be eu" ht the retirement of lus home in 
this cicy, where d has sioce remained, greatly 
respected by a wide “ircie of frieuds. be ill- 
ness which resulted iu Mr. Richardson's death 
was caused by a stroke of paralysis, from which 
he suffered for about teu days.

Some discussion was had on the resolution, 
after which Mr. Beécner arose, and with evident 
feeling of reluctance at addressing so small o 
number. said it might seem Strange the church 
should spend so time in writing letters to 
a lady.

‘imputstions which had been cast upon 
it. by ite enemies.

THE GAS CONTRACT. 
COMPTROLLER HAYES. 

Yesterday afternoon a Tripune reporter called 
on Comptrolier Hayes to gather o facts from 
him in regard to the recrnt orditvanse passed by 
the Common Council, authorizing the Mayor 


and himself to sign a contract with the Globe 4 


Gaslight Company of Ciucinnati. O., by which 
they are to furnish 2,000 wooden lamp-posts and 
oil-lamps per annum for five years, receiving as 
pay therefor $44 per lamp each. Before going 
further it wight be well to state that 
these lamps are a cheap article, and 
have a remarkably peculiar tendency 
to catch fire, and burn up, aod thus forever end 
their usefulness. They are a little gas-bouse in 


themselves, and at one time this class of lamps 


took a notion to take fire in & neighboring piace, 
where they are in use, and it was only after much 
exertion that the Fire Department there suc- 
ceeded in saving the haif-pouad of scrap-iroa 
which bound each lamp. 

Comptroller Haves said that he had opposed 
the ordinance because he thought it unwise to 
pass it just at this time when there was no 
appropriation for it in the Treasury aud no money 
to make an appropriation with. des, it was 
not policy to enterinto new obligations while 
the city was embarrassed, as it was now, with 
high taxes and a big debt. He had exprersed 
himself as opposed to che contract to the Mayor, 
and refused to sign it until he had obtained a 
legal opinion asto the validity of the contract 
from Judge Dickey. He would not and could 
not say that undue influence had been uséd with 
the Gouncil to induce them to pass this ordi- 
nance, 

* JUDGE DICKEY 
has réplied to the questions asked that be can 
see no objection to the form of the contract sub- 
mitted, and that it contemplates that it shail now 
be effective until after au appropriation shall 
have been made to meet it. He further thinks 
that it would dono harm to execute the con- 
tract, as the city could not be bound thereby un- 
less an appropriation was made. He also savs 
that Mr. Hayesis not legally bound to signa it, 
that point being merely a question of propriety. 
CITY-ATTORNEY JAMIESON. 

To the Editor of The Chicago ivibune ; 

City Law Department, Curtcaco, Deo. 27.— 
In an editorial which appeared in this day's issue 
of Tun Trisuns, commenting upon the or- 
dinance authorizing a contract to be made 
with The Globe Gaslight Company” for 
lighting certain streets outside the present gas 
limits, you make che following statement: He 
(Mr. Hayes) stated his legal objections, when it 
was reported, that an opinion as to the legal. 
ity.of the ordipance had bsen already given by 
City-Attorney Jamieson, who is becoming con- 
spicuons for the ease and facility with which he 
furnishes opinions for the Ring. But the 
Comptroiler still refused to sign uutil so advised 
by the Corporation Counsel.“ 

The above statement is absolutely and un- 
qualifiedly false I bave never at avy time been 
applied to for an opinion, nor have I givea one 
to any person, as to the legality of the ordivaoce 
in question, My opinion bas never been sought 
or asked for upon the subject, and certainly has 
never been given to any one. The contract 
authorized by the ordinance was submitted to 
me for examination, and upon such examioation 
I made such corrections as in my judgment I 
deemed necessary and proper. 

At the time I had this contract under consid- 
eration, I distinctly stated to Mr. Reed. repre- 
sentiug said Company, that the city could not 
make apy contract, iocurring any expense, un- 
less an appropriation had been previously made 
concerving such expense, and that there muet 
first be an appropriation before the contract 
could be legally executed. Now, if I were cor- 
rect in this opinion (and it is only one I have 

iven on the subject). then it is clear that, if the 

Iavor aud Comptroller and this Company had 
executed the contract, the city would not have 
been bound thereby, because no appropriation 
had been made to cover the expense incurred. 


It will be seen, therefore, that mv opinion, 


which you are pleased to assume was given in 
the interest of some “ring,” is not unlike the 
opinion which is held by Taz Tripone. 

It is also true that, after I had finwbhed my 
examination of this contract, I requested Mr. 
Reed to ask Mr. Hayes to send the same to Judge 
Dickey for his inspection and couside: a ion, 
which was done. It will be seen, thereiure, that 
the advice of the Corporatibn Counsel was 
sought at my special request. 

In reply to the charge,—that Iam ‘ becoming 
conspicuous for che ease and facility with which 
I furnish opinioos for the Ring,” I answer,— 
that I have never at any time during my term of 
office given an “opinion” upon any subject, 
which the law and my oath of office did not re- 
quire me to furnish to the person or persone te- 

uesting it. That I have never, since Jadge 

ckey becume Counsel to the Corporation, given 
an opinion to the Council, or any committee, 
or department officer, which has not received 
Judge Dickey’s approval, with the single excep- 
tion of the opinion given by me to his Honor 
the Mayor in the injuociion proceedings. 

I bave never, at any time, during my term of 


office, given an opition which I did not beheve | 


to be the law, which has not received the ap- 
proval of able lawyers, and which has pot, 
whenever investigated by the Courts, received 
their sanction. 

You have done me a grossand palpable wrong, 
and I ask vou to do me the — to correct it.

UNDERVALUATION OF SILKS. 
WHAT IT COST THE CONSIGNEE,. 

A case in which a country farmer has deen im- 
posed upon through the carelessness, or worse, 
of a foreign dealer in silks has lately. come to 
the atteation of the Custom-House officers in 
this city. It appears that a merchant of Ham- 


-barg, Germany, named Heudricks, recently con- 


signed to a firm of commission merchants in 
Chicago, acting for a farmer near here, a lot of 
silks, laces, etc., in the piece, worth at this point 
about $2,000 in currency. When thev came into 
the baods of the Custom-House officers, bow- 
ever, it was discovered that the goods had beea 
invoiced at only about one-half of their real 
value. As there is considerable nervousness 
on the part of the Government just now in 
regard to sulk importation and the undervalua- 
tion of milks, the goods were seized. It trans- 
pired in the course of the investigation that the 
private invoice to the consignee here was just 
the same as the certified invoice which the 
shipper kad sent to the Oustom-House, and, 
consequeatly, there was prima facie evidence 
that the receiver was oot guilty of auy fraud, or 
of any intention to commit fraud, but that the 
only evidence of it was on the part of the for- 
eign dealer, against whom there is uo redress. 
It is said that this not unfrequentiy happens 
when tourists and others intrust these matters 
to merchants and bankers; and, on their 
return. to this country, find themselves 
subjected to penalties. for undervalua- 
tion of their goods. In tbe present 
case, the regular appraiser valued the goods as 
an advance of 100 per ceat on tbe invoiced value, 
but this valuation was submitted to several ail«- 
dealers iu this citv, wh? were of the opimion that 
this was too high, and the increase was finally 
placed at 86 cept. Oa this new valuation 
the regular duty of 60 per cept was then as- 
sessed, as well as 20 per cent additional on ac- 
count of irregularritv. The Chicago party claims 
that be was entirely honest in the transaction, 
that he certainly supposed the goodg were in- 
voiced at their proper value. bat professes his 
entire willingness to make tuings square by pay- 
ing the penairies imposed. The additional duty 
levied on account of this little irregularity is 
$595 in gold.

GAS BILLS. 
To the Editor of The Chucaco /ridune: 

Curtcaao, Dec. 27.—Manv consumers complain 
bitterly about the large amount paid monthly 
for gas, little thinking, perhaps, that the remedy 
against large bills, to a certain extent, is in the 
consumers’ own bands. To illastrate: During 
the past year the old gas-main on Thirty-first 
stroct, which was 6 inches in diameter, bas been 
replaced by a new one, 36 inches in diameter, re- 
sulting in a greatly increased pressure, with a 
corresponding increase of the moothly gas bill, 
together with actual consumption and wast- 
age. In some instances which have 

under my own observation, if 
gas be turned on full at the 
fixture, the burvers will throws line of flame a 
foot or more in length, wastmg ina short time 
eu fiicient gas to supply good light for an entire 
evening. What is the remedy? Replace the 
old burners with new and better ones, which 
have a regu ating check, which can be adapted 
to any pressure or pos tion. Less gass 1s re- 
nired to ight a small than a large room,—less 
or a bath-room than 4 draving- room —and a 
buruer which can be regulated to consume more 
or less gas, as the case may require, aud which 
will prevent wastage, will be found to pay for 
making the change in a very short time. Gas.

After 
delivering it fo her son, it would bea very easy 
job forhimto fit it to the lock, and then the 
escape was easy at any time through the Court- 
room. If he sew fitto let his frisods into the 
game, there 1s no knowing where the gelivery 
might have stopped, aad nad the game Forked, 
our model Sheriff might now have been Reeping 
guard over a bevy of cock:oaches in-tead of the 
mugs of as wicked thieves as ever graced the in- 
side of any County Jail. 

After securing the key, an order was iesued for 
the arrest of Mrs. Meyers and she is now locked 
up at the Armory. She utterly refuses to tell 
how sbe procured the pattern of the key, which 
would seem to indicate that sne obtained it in 
some crooked manner. The opinion, however, 
does not meet with mach favor among police 
officials, who incline to the opinion that the 
measurement and pattern were mere guesswork, 
or bad beea jucged by a glimpse caught of the 
key while in the jailor’s band.
